Slio is a native of Eureka, 
Nov., was educated at Mills' seminary, 
Alatnuda county, and resided for a num- 
ber of yearh in San Francisco, and has 
frequently figured in escapades that 
have won her notoriety both in the now 
and old worlds. She waa born twenty- 
nine or thirty yenra ago in Eureka. 
Ncv., where her father, Ben. Cohen, 
kept a clothing store 
and became 


wealthy, She returned to Eureka from 
the seminary when she waa 18 years 
old, and waa the belle of the town. 
Pretty, witty, graceful ami vivacioue, 
she possessed all the requisites for the 
breaking of. hearts. Her first victim 
was a nephew of a well-known capital- 
ist, and her luison with him created 
such a scandal that her parents sent 
her to tin- care of relatives in Sun Fran- 
cisco. The change failed to make the 
desired reformation, and she soon be- 
came a marked ligure on Kearny and 
Market streets during the afternoon pa- 
rades. 


Among her admirers was a wealthy 


Hebrew iinmei! Rothschild, who laid 
himself and his fortune at her feet. She 
utilized them both until uliu foil in luvo 
with a cigar drummer named Henry 
Neustctter. She married Neustetter in 
1884, and all went well for a time. Her 
husband's bnmness compelled him to be 
out of the city moat of Iho time, and 
during his absence Nettie led a rapid 
life. She wuu the boon companion of 
all the fast young men about the town 
nud the end cauiu in 1887. She left her 
husband and wont to New York. 


Neiisttuler Hi'cnrcd a divorce and Nel- 


lie continued to lead a giiy life in New 
York. She captured the heart of a mil- 
lionaire manufacturer, who gave her a 
sumptuous Hat, horded and carriages 
and all the money alie could spend. He 
took her lo Kurope, and when ahe re- 
turned to New York she dazzled the 
people with llio uk'Kiiuco uf her Worth 
dresses and tho brilliancy of her jewels. 
In 185)0 elm returned to Hun Francisco to 
visit her jure11ta who hail removed to 
this city from Eureka.

dressed better than anv other wnmiin 
ami apent nmney freely. 
Her money 


began lo giv« out rnd the went back lo 
New York for more, taking with her a 
pretty Oakland girl. The next that was 
heard of her was that nhe had gone lo 
Europe again unil had been ejected from 
the Centinentul hotel in fans. To her 
patents she wrote: that «ho was Hludying 
for the dtage. She always carefully con- 
cealed from them the (act that she was 
leading a fiiHtlife. She wrote that aho 
would return to Han Francisco in Oc- 
tober, but probably her encounter with 
Mr. Nfamleibilt may interfere with her 
plant?.

THE (MOWJflttS TOO EXACTING 


And the Season Too Far Advanced 


Given as the Cause of 


Failure. 


SAN FKASCIBCO, August 2il.—The syn- 


dicate of wine growers ami dealers has 
fallen through. For this season at least 
growers will lind their own markets for 
their grapes, and wine merchants will 
make individual contracts with growers. 
The immediate cause of failure to agree 
is alleged to be the exacting require- 
ments of growers, Tlie California Wine 
Association, composed of dealers, lias 
adopted resolutions practically refusing 
all that the growers demand, and so 
renders further negotiations unneces- 
sary. The growers state thai the season 


too far 'idvanccd to secure control of

INDORSING 
CLEVELAND. 


A Platform Filled With Hypocrisy 


and Stultification. 
From the Sluek|.m Mail. 


As the Mail all alung predicted would 


be the case, the California Democracy, 


iii^h its stale convention, has in- 


dorsed the President and all big acts. 
What bad been regarded an the vagaries 
of a stubborn and opinionated in sin sur- 
rounded by corporation and capitalistic 
u I hie ticca is thus elevated to the dignity 
_f a party principle. And the conven- 
tion that did this at the same time and 
n almost the same breath reallinned its 
inalterable opposition to corporations 
mil trusts and its unswerving allegiance 
.o the intercuts of the workingman. In 
ndoreing Cleveland it approved his Sir, 
Jlney, who stands for that "commun- 
ism uf wealth" which tlie I'reKiiUiiit de- 
louncud in his letter of acceptance, as 
10 other attorney general has stood 
since tho foundation of our government. 
WI i ilu offering a word of cheer to op- 
ircsaed labor it indorsed the employ- 
nent of Federal troops, for the lirst 
line in our history, t;i put labor down. 
Jttering the usual protest against Cbi- 
iese immigration, it approved the ac- 
,ion of the "1'reaident in deliberately and 
.n contravention of tlm constitution BUH- 
teiuliii; tlio operation of a law of con- 
^resa for the deportation of unregiHtercd 
;him*e. 1'relimding to favor the re- 
nijiiclizalion of silver, it applauded the 
t-uecusBfill efforts uf thu administration 
,o put the country upon a permanent 
;ohl hams. 


This gross stultification was for what 


purpose? Obviously to suliafy the per- 
jonnl ambition of certain federal o Mice 


lurfi who desired to sw'nig lliu party 


for tho President au an evidence of their 
fidelity and a proof of their power. 
1'bcy were present in tho lobbies day 
ind night, working lik« hoiwiTP, »n 
though Unit wan what Iho government 
was pitying them their handsome fial- 
irios for. "Offensive part isaniam" was 
never more indiscreetly displayed. That 
n fact was the main purpose of holding 
,bo convention in Han Francisco. 


It is, of course, one of the duties of a 


federal ollicial to uphold the adininietra- 
tion through thick and thin, but it in 
lot tho duty of a great party to permit 
.tsolf to be dominated by this clement in 
,ho face of abundant facts pointing tu 
Jie wisdom of a dillerunt course. U is 
lot the President who creates the party, 
»nt the party which creates the Presi- 
dent, and tho principles of the Demo- 
cracy are not descended from a tmigh; 
idminiBtratiun, but have been crystal- 
.ijsed by the general trend of many ad- 
min istr a lion B. 
It is a new (and also a dangerous) 


doctrine that whatever those in power 
it Washington nniy do becomes, by 
virtue of their politics, the policy of the 
party. Hut this will not bu accepted by 
Lbo body of voters of the faith concerned 
though every stale convention in the 
land should resolve and cheer to the end 
of the chapter. There is too much in- 
dependent thought on these subjects lor 
that. There is Henry George, the per- 
sonal friend and supporter of the Presi- 
dent in two campaigns, who could not 
be dragooned into line by a thousand 
conventions, and men of bis way of 
thinking can be found in every voting 
precinct in tho country. This is what 
.Mr. George said in n recent speech de- 
livered before a large audience in New 
Yoi h city: 
"I want to speak with tlie utmost re- 


spect of-Mr. Cluvolaiul. No man lias 
been given such high honor by the 
American people. Why I supported 
him, wby against politicians and powers 
hi! was elected, waa because the people 
believed lie had sounded the key-note 
against monopoly, lam slow lo atlri- 
butt; to Mr. Cleveland anything but the 
be&t motive, but the facts are plain. 
Not only has he left undone that which 
he had the warrant and the command 
of the people to do, but from the very 
iirst, 1 urn sorry to say, be sttems 
t > 


have takt-n the side of those very mon- 
strous monopolies Unit have oppressed 
the people, and which they believed be 
would break down. H is at least the 
fact that hia federal appointments have 
been such as the monopolists themselves 
would have dictated had Ihey been 
allowed lo dictate, and 1 am not so sure 
that they were not. Almost Mr. Clove- 
land's lirsL step was to take as his atlor- 
ney general a corporation attorney, a 
man whom I, ami I guces inoflt of you, 
never had beard uf. 1 refer lo Mr. 
Olney." 
People who do not know anything 


about Mr. George except what they read 
of him in tlie opposition papers may he 
disposed to belittle his uUcnmccs, but 
be speaks for a larger personal following 
than any other man in the country has 
today. James (.i. Maguire, the mention 
of whose name this same convention 
would cheer to the echo and whom it 
may nominate for governor (no ballot 
had been taken up to the time of this 
writing) ib a disciple of Mr. George jimf 
owes his great popularity in his con- 
gressional district to the fact that he 
advocates the principles lirstenunciated 


in this country by the distinguished au- 
thor of "Progress and Poverty." 


However, it is done, and" tlio orilj 


thing remaining to bu said ia that the 
President has developed a marvelous 
faculty for dividing hit) partyand taking 
the enthusiasm out of it. It is split 
even in Texas, which stale before Mr. 
Cleveland's term shall have expired 
may even be placed in tho list of tho 
doubtful—Texas, which hitherto 
has 


had such a surplus of Democratic votes 
us would have eulliccd to turn the scale 
for the Democracy in half of the really 
doubtful states could they have been 
available for tlm purpose. The Texans 
are split up on the question whether 
the President is n good Democrat.

A CRITICAL TIME. 


The present is n orilicnl time for the 


raisin growers. The required jiercent- 


HKC for the maintenance of the growers' 
and packers' nssociation ie now aaaured, 
and still the fact cannot be ignored that 
the percentage remaining on the outside 
ie u meniicc to tho success of the co op- 
erative movement. The remaining 20 
per cent, if it rcmaine outside the asso- 
ciation, will serve to interfere seriously 
with systematic marketing, and may be 
used to cut prices below a living rate. 


The difficulty of the situation appears 


to be 
that the 
extreme 
necessity 


of some of the growers ia prompting 
them to accept very low offers of «aeh in 
the ewcatbox outside the association, 
and those low prices will, as a matter of 
course, enable the buyers if they eo dc- 
Eirc to cut under tlie prices which the 
association is obligated to maintain. 


The plain logic of the situiuion from 


the grower's standpoint is that there 
should be no raising sold outside the as- 
sociation. That organization, with its 
facilities for controlling shipments eo as 
to meet only the actual demands of the 
market, for securing a pack of uniform 
excellence by official grading, and its 
binding obligation to maintain reason 
able living prices, holds out to the raish 
growers their only hope of retrieving the 
mistakes and disasters of past years. 
Kot a single carload of raisins should 
go to market outside the association, for 
every one which does go to that extent 
endangers the success of the industry 
and of every man encaged in it. 
The 


growers have the mailer in Iheir own 
hands. 
If they eland unitedly by the 


aesociation, every packer and dealer 
will be found in the organization in a 
very ehort time, and systematic business 
methods will take the place of irre- 
sponsible competition and demoraliza- 
tion.

The passage of the Wilson 
bill, while dealing very liberally with 
certain classes of protected industries, 
signals the practical destruction of the 
sheep and wool growing industry in the 
United States. Indeed, the paralysis of 
that industry during the past year has 
forced inevitable insolvency and ruin 
upon a large proportion of the people 
engaged in it, nnd the foreigner will 
eoon have control of the market and 
American 
wool growers 
will be out 


of employment and forced to seek new 
avenuee of industry. It may be admit- 
ted that auy kind of "revival of trade' 
is better than the complete stagnation 
prevailing under the regime of tariff 
smashing, but there IB an element of re-

The board had 
a meeting yesterday, and passed a reso- 
lution to the effect that the minimum 
price of raisins in the sweat box should 
be 3 cents a pound, and delivery to be 
made at any time up to December 1st. 
This offer of 2 and 2,'i cents is the most 
dangerous element that the company 
has to contend against, from the fact 
that that if those packers get control of 
raisins at those prices, they will be in a 
position to sell them at a cut price.

Prosperity hud pro- 
vailed RO ninny years that very few bo- 
lievcd the people of America could flnf- 
jcr. This great country with its vo«t 
j^esourccB eeemed proof against danger. 
The people km-\v that for the preceding 
year our foreign commerce hud never 


il,080,P78,i48, while onr* imports wore 
1827,402,402, leaving a net balance of 
ixporta over import? of $202,875,030; 
that the public debt had been largely 
fiiiid off; that millions of dollars were 
annually and willingly paid as pensions 
to the soldier?; that our foreign, policy, 
Under tho wiw direction of President 
Barridon and Mr. Blaine, comtnandwl 
the respect of foreign nations and tbe 
confidence of Americanp; that profound 
pence prevailed throughout the world, 
and that no rational reason existed for 
the Buffering of tho poor, or the finan- 
cial loaeefl of the rich. It IE true, many 
thoughtless persons complained of their 
Condition and wanted a change. The 
change came and with it tho most fright- 
fol condition of things thut ever in time 
tif peace confronted a great commorcial 
iiud iaduptrial nation. With rcsonrcas 
Lfi vast and us varied KB the wants of 
man, with a territory covering half ft 
Continent, with a surplus of all the 
tecessaries of liff, (I.1, 000,000 of people 
fonud themselves in difitrees. Within 
twelve months after Mr. Cleveland \vas 
iiiRugnrated, 2,000,000 American labor- 
ers were thrown out of employment, the 
Talue of the produe'.s of the farm and 
the factor}' were lowered more than 2~i 
per cent; all new and many old entcr- 
|iriees were stopped; in every direction a 
brake Tvas placed on the wheels of 
American progress; a halt called tdong 
the line of American advancement; our 
foreign and domestic commerce was 
largely suspended. For u full year anti 
fire months the American people have 
been in a state of siege. Uad every port 
of our country been closed our condi- 
tion could hardly have been worso 
"Without any unusual demands upon the 
government, tince Jlr. Cleveland's in 
nuguration, our national indebtedness 
has iucreaeed (72,000,000; to meet our 
gold balances at home and abroad w< 
have issued $5(t,000,000 gold bondfl, am 
inr.re must poon bf issued or wo wil 
eeaeo to pay.
